WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  — (HNS)— 
The  Associated  Church  Preas,  at 
its  34th  annual  meeting  here, 
called  upon  Congress  to  enact  leg¬ 
islation  enabling  several  hundred 
thousand  European  refugees  to  es¬ 
tablish  permanent  residence  in  the 
United  States  within  the  next  few 
years. 

At  the  same  time,  the  organisa¬ 
tion  of  Protestant  editors  urged 
Congress  “ia  planning  a  much 
needed  revision  of  the  present 
immigration  law,  to  remove  fro  n 
such  law  the  discriminating  pro¬ 
visions  based  on  race  or  nationali¬ 
ty  which  are  embodied  ia  the  Mc- 
Carran  Walter  Act.” 

A  resolution  dealing  with  Pales¬ 
tinian  Arab  refugees  was  amend¬ 
ed  from  the  floor  to  recognise  Jew¬ 
ish  refugees  ia  Israel  as  well.

that  lha  cammittaa  la  to  any  aenaa 
ragraaantativa  at  tha  greet  heats 
at  Seothem  Baptist 
to  the  first  place,  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  membership  of 
the  committee  hat  not  been  in¬ 
creased  except  slightly  since  Its 
organization  to  the  decade  of  the 
1930's  It  Is  my  information  that 
at  that  time  one  member  was  se¬ 
lected  from  each  cooperating  state 
plus  nine  members  at  large. 

Not  only  hai  our  membership 
doubled  to  these  twenty-five  year*, 
but  also  the  income  of  the  conven¬ 
tion  ha*  grown  from  some  four 
million  a  year  to  some  thirteen 
million.  Dr.  Barton  thinks  that 
herein  ties  one  of  the  danger*, 
that  we  might  have  8  committee 
too  powerful.

The  action  to  enlarge  the  Exe 
cutive  Committee  did  not  originate 
to  the  Executive  Committee  but 
came  as  an  Instruction  from  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  last 
year  to  Miami  approved  the  fol 
towing  action,  which  was  present 
ed  on  the  floor  by  Dr  M  A.  Hag 
gins,  of  North  Carolina : 

(1)  The  convention  go  on  record 
as  favoring  an  enlarged  Executive 
Committee  with  the  members  of 
the  Committee  distributed  as  equit 
ably  a*  possible  among  the  coop¬ 
erating  states  of  the  convention. 

(t)  The  convention  authorise  and 
direct  the  executive  committee,  to 
cooperation  with  the  administrative 
officer*  of  the  institution*  and 
agoocie*  of  the  convention,  and  the 
state  secretaries,  and  editors,  to 
study  the  matter  and  bring  from 
the  December  meeting  a  recom¬ 


mendation  to  the  1951  convention.

DO  SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  DARE 
FOLLOW  COO  OUT  INTO  THE 
WORLD  OP  TODAY? 

The  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
M Union  Board.  In  its  semiannual 
/ull  meeting  in  Richmond,  April  14- 
1S  appointed  21  new  missionaries, 
twinging  the  total  to  more  than 
900,.  voted  to  extend  its  work  into 
Jamaica  and  Bolivia  in  an  advis 
ory  capacity,  reaffirmed  ita  pur¬ 
pose  of  entering  India  and  Pakis¬ 
tan  when  personnel  Is  available 
and  entry  can  be  secured,  asked 
for  further  exploration  and  investi¬ 
gation  concerning  an  invitation  to 
accept  a  hospital  in  Gaxa,  and 
faced  gravely  its  responsibility  In 
handling  increased  gifts  of  Southerp 
Baptists. 

Without  any  particular  planning 
toward  that  end,  the  entire  two 
day  session  shaped  Itself  around  a 
Scripture  theme  used  by  Dr.  Jas. 
N.  Morgan,  a  Texas  member  of 
the  Beerd,  at  the  opening  session: 
"Not  as  though  I  had  already  at 
tamed,  either  were  already  per¬ 
fect  .  .  .  but  this  one  thing  I  do, 
forgetting  those  things  which  are 
behind  and  reaching  forth  unto 
those  things  which  are  before.  I 
press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prlie 
of  the  high  calling  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus." 

The  Open  Oeer 

In  his  report.  Dr.  M.  Theroo 
ankin,  executive  secretary,  told 
the  Board  that  forces  are  discerni¬ 
ble  which  would  bring  in  a  period 
of  advance  in  World  Christianity. 
"It  is  my  opinion,"  be  said,  "that 
world  Christianity  la  standing  to¬ 
day  at  the'  open  door  of  his  period 
of  advance.  But  we  have  not  yet 
entered." 

"Do  we  dare  follow  God  on 
through  the  doorT"  be  asked.  "Do 
we  dare  go  with  him  in  the  dynam¬ 
ic  of  his  love,  as  he  responds  to 
the  expectancy  of  a  world  hungry 
for  life  that  is  worth  living?  To 
see  all  people  of  the  world  as  be 
aces  them?  To  accept  with  him 
the  responsibility  for  all  men  of  the 
world  which  be  accepted  in  Christ 
Jesus?  To  share  in  his  purpose  to 
create  of  all  men  new  men  in 
Christ? 

"Do  we  dare? 

"Unless  we  are  able  to  expand 
our  present  boundaries  of  thinking 
a^d  action  concerning  God's  king¬ 
dom.  we  had  better  not  dare.  The 
world  of  men  in  which  God  is  mov¬ 
ing  today  is  expecting  and  de¬ 
manding  far  more  than  can  be  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  token  services  which 
organised  Christianity  has  become 
accustomed  to  render  in  the  name 
of  our  God.  who  is  giving  all  of 
himself  in  Christ  for  the  world. 

"There  sre  those  who  are  so  dis¬ 
turbed  that  they  are  aking  if  the 
time  may  not  have  come  when 
God  will  leave  organised  Christian¬ 
ity  at  the  door  of  this  new  age  of 
advance  as  being  inadequate  for 
this  use  snd  will  raise  up  some  new 
witness  to  follow  him  through  the 
door  and  on  into  the  new  day.  That 
can  be  possible  It  has  happened 
before  in  Christian  history  But  may 
R  not  be  that  the  very  fact  that 
such  questions  are  being  asked  is, 
In  itself,  another  evidence  of  the 
moving  hand  of  God  in  current 


history,  preparing  his  people  for 
a  new  day  of  advance  in  his  king¬ 
dom?” 

Forces  of  Advance 

Dr.  Rankin  continued:  "These 
forces  of  advance  have  been  stir¬ 
ring  among  Southern  Baptists.  Al¬ 
ready  they  have  carried  us  farther 
than  many  of  us  dared  to  hope 
when  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
announced  its  program  of  advance 
in  1948.  .  ,  Plans  and  achieve¬ 
ments  which  we  have  thought  of 
as  being  large  now  appear  to  be 
small.  Only  a  few  years  ago,  the ' 
thought  of  a  foreign  missions  bud¬ 
get  of  $10,000,000  was  staggering; 
but  not  so  today.  .  .  . 

"A  few  years  ago  we  thought  of 
1,000  missionaries  as  being  an  al¬ 
most  unattainable  goal;  but  not  so 
today.  Our  churches  and  Institu¬ 
tions  in  almost  any  one  state 
of  our  Convention  call  for  far  more 
workers  than  that.  When  these 
figures  are  placed  over  against 
today's  view  of  the  world,  they 
appear  to  be  woefully  inadequate. 

"The  significant  thing  ia  that  our 
people  in  the  churches  are  seeing 
and  saying  these  things  today. 
There  is  a  growing  concern  for 
world  mission!  coming  up  from 
the  churches  such  as  we  have  nev¬ 
er  known  before,  and  the  poten¬ 
tialities  of  which  we  have  not  yet 
learned  to  measure." 

Dr.  Rankin  listed  various  ways 
ia  which  this  concern  has  been 
manifested  Then  he  added: 

"As  compared  with  the  poten¬ 
tialities  of  Southern  Baptists,  the 
Cooperative  Program  la  stIH  in  ita 
infancy.  .  .  Ia  It  not  reasonable  to 
believe  that  the  increase  in  the 
dimensions  of  flunking  of  Southern 
Baptists  about  world  missions  can 
change  the  dimensions  of  our  giv¬ 
ing  through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  for  world  missions?  .  .  . 

"There  sre  forces  which  a  re 
moving  among  Southern  Baptists 
to  take  ua  through  the  door  and 
on  out  into  the  new  day  of  ad¬ 
vance  in  world  missions  for  which 
God  is  preparing  the  world.  They 
can  take  us  far  if  we  wtyl  go  with 
them. 

"Do  we  dare?  If  we  don't,  we 
had  better  atari  trying  to  turn  back 
these  currents  of  world  concern 
coming  up  from  Southern  Baptist 
churches. 

"If  we  do,  we  must  enlarge  the 
dimensions  of  our  own  thinking.  .  . 

"Why  is  It  that  we  are  afraid  of 
becoming  too  large?  There  is  a 
good  reason.  We  are  afraid  that  we 
may  overextend  the  Board’s  pro¬ 
gram  at  a  time  of  easy  money  and 
get  caught  with  commitments 
which  we  cannot  support  at  a  time 
of  tight  money.  I,  too,  fear  such  a 
possibility  and  am  prepared  to  in¬ 
sist  that  we  continue  sealously  to 
guard  ourselves  against  It,  as  I 
believe  we  have  been  doing. 

"But  I  have  another  fear.  I  am 
much  more  afraid  of  standing  at 
the  door  of  the  new  day  of  ad¬ 
vance  in  the  coming  of  God's  king¬ 
dom  snd  of  having  God  pass  me 
by  as  he  moves  on.  seeking  those 
who  dare  to  follow  him  out  into 
the  world  of  this  new  day.

Takes  Stand  Against  Liquor 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP) — Forbes  i 


McKay,  president,  Farm  and 
Ranch  Magazine,  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  has  announced  that  this 
magazine,  read  by  approximate¬ 
ly  5,000.000  southern  people,  has 
taken  an  unalterable  stand  against 
the  publication  of  liquor  advertis¬ 
ing.  Mr  McKay,  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  further 
stated  that  thia  has  been  done  de¬ 
spite  considerable  pressure  on  the 
pari  of  would  be  advertisers  who 
want  their  material  in  the  eighty- 
four  year  old  magaxine. 

"The  matter  comes  up  periodi¬ 
cally  and  tremendous  sums  of  mon¬ 
ey  sre  involved.  Farm  snd  Ranch 
magaxine  is  of  the  opinion  its 
readers  would  not,  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances,  like  to  have  children 
exposed  to  the  type  of  advertis¬ 
ing  copy  which  is  being  printed  to 
persuade  young  people  to  use  alco¬ 
holic  liquors."  said  Mr.  McKay. 

Mr.  McKay,  while  speaking  to 
the  Promotion  Conference  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Nashville,  March,  1952.  stated 
they  had  turned  down  an  order  for 
approximately  $50,000  worth  of  il¬ 
lustrated  liquor  advertising.  At 
that  time  he  further  stated  that 
under  no  circumstances  would 
the  maeaxine  accept  advertising 
urging  the  use  of  alcoholic  bever¬ 
ages.  A  reiteration  of  this  stand 
has  recently  been  made  in  view  of 
repeated  attempts  of  advertisers 
for  their  material  to  be  published 
in  Farm  and  Ranch. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  maga¬ 
zine  is  to  help  raise  the  stand 
ards  of  living,  snd  the  moral 
standards  of  the  people  who  get 
the  magazine.  For  this  reason 
they  have  turned  down  anoth¬ 
er  large  order  this  week  McKay 
said.  Farm  and  Ranch  Magailne 
has  141$, 000  subscribers  snd  cov¬ 
ers  fifteen  Southern  states.

CHANGE  SUGGESTED  IN 
CONVENTION  VOTING

Each  year  when  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  meets,  one 
hears  again  complaints  that  the 
Baptist  body  has  grown  so  large 
and  spread  over  such  a  great  ter¬ 
ritory  that  no  longer  are  the  old 
methods  able  to  maintain  a  spiri¬ 
tual  and  efficient  democracy. 

Matters  of  long-range  policy, 
great  issues,  officers  —  and  thus 
important  Convention  committees — 
are  too  greatly  influenced  by 
where  the  Convention  meets,  it  is 
felt. 

That  Baptists  seek  the  will  of 
God  In  these  matters  is  not  gain¬ 
said,  but  it  ia  quite  obvious  that 
even  the  most  high-minded  Chris¬ 
tians  are  still  subject  to  the  weak¬ 
ness  of  the  human  touch  and  the 
personal  bias. 

If  the  Southern  Beptlst  Conven¬ 
tion  were  to  meet  in  California, 
then  in  Illinois,  then  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  then  in  Florida,  then  in 
Texas,  although  these  Conventions 
would  be  made  up  of  similar  Bap¬ 
tists,  the  tone,  temper,  and  per 
tonalities  would  be  somewhat  dif¬ 
ferent. 

This  writer  feels  that  a  commit¬ 
tee  should  be  appointed  by  the 
Convention  to  make  a  study  of 
these  problems  and  report  a  pro¬ 
posed  so'.ution.  The  following  is  a 
somewhat  unrefined  illustration  of 
a  possible  alternative  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  set-up: 

(?)  Allow  each  state  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  of  votes  —  the  num¬ 
ber  to  be  determined  possibly  by 
the  number  of  Baptists  in  a  given 
state  plus  the  number  of  dollars 
contributed  by  that  state  to  South¬ 
wide  causes  This  is  certainly  not 
a  new  or  untried  policy  among 
Baptists. 

(2)  Allow  each  state  to  deter¬ 
mine  bow  K  will  cast  that  state's 
votes.  Perhaps,  for  histsnee,  the 
state  of  South  Carolina  nrtght  de¬ 
termine  that  sB  messengers  from 
the  state  attending  the  convention 


as  messengers  might  have  a  hand 
in  casting  the  state's  votes.  In  this 
way,  while  at  the  convention,  hear¬ 
ing  all  the  arguments,  the  messen¬ 
gers  could  determine  bow  to  vote. 
The  chairman  of  the  South  Caro¬ 
lina  delegation  —  or  the  equivalent 
derived  from  "messenger"— might 
call  a  caucus  between  the  time  of 
the  debate  on  a  question  and  the 
actual  voting.  And  a  convention 
program  could  be  arranged  with 
this  ia  mind. 

($)  It  might  be  determined  that 
only  such  matters  as  affect  the  to¬ 
tal  life  of  Southern  Baptists — long- 
range  programs.  Convention  offi¬ 
cer!,  etc  ,  would  be  voted  on  in  this 
manner.  For  instance,  parliamen¬ 
tary  and  functional  issues  might 
be  voted  on  in  the  old  way. 

There  are  several  reasons  for 
believing  that  a  change  in  the  con¬ 
vention's  method  is  necessary: 

(1)  The  spread  of  Southern  Bap¬ 

tist  territory  makes  it  difficult 
for  many  far  sway  from  the  meet¬ 
ing  place  to  attend.  ** 

(2)  The  spread  of  Southern 
Baptists  into  strange  territory  and 
the  movement  of  people  north 
and  south  and  east  and  west  sre 
gradually  introducing  •  different 
psychology  and  temperament 
among  sections  of  Southern  Baptist 
people.  There  are  certain  dangers 
in  this  fine  thing  unless  power  and 
policy  making  sre  kept  spread  out 
over  the  whole  convention  territo¬ 
ry  in  a  democratic  manner,  rath¬ 
er  than  being  allowed  to  accumu¬ 
late  into  sections,  thus  tending  to 
divide  the  people. 

(2)  To  a  degree,  this  danger  has 
already  been  off  set  by  a  gradual 
delegated  authority  in  the  hands  of 
the  committees;  but  there  is  ■ 
terrific  danger  in  committeeitis. 

(4)  Such  a  technique  of  voting 
would  lessen  the  power  of  pure 
emotionalism. 

(5)  Unless  some  method  is  found 
Southern  Baptists  will  be  forced  to 
divide,  perhaps  into  so  ctiooal 
meetings.
